What the hostess of 1570 is pleased to ecall
an evening party almost baiiles definition,
A few salient facts wmay be glanced at, but
there is little that is tangible. The common
type seems to be the resull of an accident,
and that is not a happy one. So much has
to be done by the same person that every day
additions are to be made to the ranks of the
slipshod, or, if we may use a French word,
decousue—hostess. No class is now so promi-
nent, none more tranquilly tolerated. We
always deegly sympathized with Harry and
Laura in the 13(1 nursery book, who, when
they bad asked all their friends to tea, found
to their horror that their own slices of bread
and buiter were the only available resources
at their disposal. But this is the nermal con-
dition of the slipshod hostess. She asks, and
forgets that she has asked; she does not ask,
and conceives that she has asked. Her mind
is always addled, yet always giving birth to
something also addled in its turn. There is

a “‘sweet disorder,” a *‘fine distraction,” a |

“*wild eivility” in her method. Charming as
these may have been as characteristics of
Julia's dress, Herrick could not have wished

If she is hospitable, she may be desirous of
seeing her acquaintances; but the means she
makes use of to accomplish that end are the
wmost fearful and wonderful. Terhaps she
only remembers the names of half a lost list;
